A crude or 
ill considered effort to remedy them 
would either be frf>»olutely without 
effect or else would simply do dam- 
age. 


FEDERAL INTERFERENCE. 


The first thing to do is to find out 


the facts; and for this purpose pub- 
licity as to capitalization, profits 
and all else of importance to the 
public, is the most useful measure. 
The mere fact of this 
publicity 


would in itself 
remedy 
certain 


evils, and, as to 
the others, it 


would in some cases point out the 
remedies, and would at least en- 
able us to tell whether or not cer- 
tain 'proposed remedies would be 
useful. The state acting in its col- 
lective capacity would thus 
first 


find out the facts and then be able 
to take such measures as wisdom 
dictated* 
Much can be done by 


taxation. Even more can be done 
by regulation, by close supervision 
and the unsparing excision of all 
unhealthy, destructive 
and ant<- 


social elements. 


The separate state governments 


can do a great 
deal; and where 


they decline to cooperate the na- 
tional government must step in. 


DEALS WITH EXPANSION. 


While paying heed to the neces- 


sity of keeping our house in order 
at home, the America:! people can- 
not, if they wish to retain their 
self-respect, refrain 
from 
doing 


their duty as a great nation in the 
world. 


The history of the nation is in 


large part the history of the na- 
tion's expansion. 
When the first 


continental congress met in Liberty 
hall and the 
thirteen 
original 


states declared 
themselves a na- 


tion, the 
westward 
limit of the 


country was marked by the Alle- 
gheny mountains. Even during the 
revolutionary war the work of ex 
pansion went on. Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and the great 
northwest, 


then known as the Illinois country, 
were conquered from our white and 
Indian foes during the revolution- 
ary struggle, and were confirmed 
to us by the 
treaty of peace in 


1783, 


Yet the land thus confirmed was 


not then given to us. It was held 
by an alien foe until the army un- 
der General Anthony Wayne freed 
Ohio from the red man, while the 
treaties of Jay and Pinckney se- 
cured from the Spanish and British 


fl 


tBe 'territory to pitverit 


insurrection, President 
Jefferson 


sending these troops to Louisiana 
for exactly the same reasons and 
with exactly the same purpose that 
President McKinley has sent troops 
to the Philippines. 


Jefferson distinctly 
stated that 


the Louisianians were "not fit or 
ready 
for 
self-governent/* and 


years elapsed 
before 
they were 


given self-government, 
Jefferson 


appointing the governor and other 
officials without any consultation 
with the inhabitants of the newly 
acquired territory. 
The doctrine 


that the ^constitution follows the 
flag1* was not then even considered 
either by Jefferson or any other se- 
rious party leader, for it, never en- 
tered their heads that o new terri- 
tory should be 
governed 
other 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


than in the v/ay in which the ter 
ritories of Ohio and Illinois had 
already been governed under Wash- 
ington and the elder Adams; the 
theory known by the utterly fals° 
and misleading phrase was 
only 


struck out in political controversy 
at a much later date for tlie sole 
purpose of justifying the extension 
of slavery into the territories. 


CONSENT NOT NECESSARY. 


The parallel between what Jeffer- 


son did and what is now being done 
in the Philippines is exact. 
Jeffer- 


son, 
the author of the Declaration 


of Independence aud of the ucon- 
sent of the governed*' doctrine, saw 
no incongruity between this and 
the establishment of a government 
on common-sense grounds in the 
new territory, and he railed at the 
sticklers -'or an impossible applica- 
tion of his principles, saying in 
language which at the present day 
applies to the situation in the Phil- 
ippines without the change of a 
word, "though it is acknowledged

FLORIDA LIKE PHILIPPINES. 


The next great step in expansion 


was the acqaisition 
of 
Florida. 


This was partly acquired by con- 
quest and partly 
by 
purchase, 


Andrew Jackson being the 
most 


prominent figure in the acquisition. 
It was taken under President Mon- 
roe, the aftertime 
President John 


Quincy Adams being active in se- 
curing the purchase. 
As in the 


case of the Philippines, Florida was 
acquired by purchase from Spain, 
and iu Florida the Sewinoles, who 
had not been consulted in the sale, 
rebelled and waged war exactly as 
some of the Tagals have rebelled 
nnd waged war in the Philippines. 
The Senr'nole war lasted for m.<uiy 
years, 
but 
Presidents 
Monroe, 


Adams and Jackson declined for a 
moment to consider the question o£ 
r-Vaudoning Florida to the Semiu- 
oles or to trtat their non-consent 
to the government of the United 
States cis a valid reason for turn- 
ing over the territory to them. 


TEXAS AND ALASKA. 


Oiu next acquisition of territory 


war Oat of Texas, 
secured by 


treaty r.fi,er it had been wrts*ei 
from the Mexicans by the Texans 
themselves. 
Then 
cp.me the ac- 


quisition of California. New Mex- 
ico, Arizona, Nevada end parts of 
Colorado and Utah as the result of 
the Mexican war, supplemented 
five years later by the 
Gadsden 


purchase. 


The next acquisition was that of 


Alaska, 
secured from Russia by 


treaty and purchase. Alaska was 
full of natives, some of them had 
advanced well beyond the stage of 
savagery 
and 
were Christians. 


They were not consulted about the 
purchase nor was their acquiescence 
required. The purchase was made 
by the men who had 
just 
put 


through a triumphant war to re- 
store the union and free the slave, 
but none of them deemed it neces- 
sary to push the doctrine of the 
'•consent of the governed" to a con- 
clusion so fantastic as to necessi- 
tate the turning over of Alaska to 
its original owners, the Indian and 
the Aleut. 
For 
thirty years the 


United States authorities, military 
and civil, 
exercised the supreme 


authority in a tract of land many 
times larger than the Philippines, 
in which it did not seem likely that 
there would ever be any consider- 
able body of white inhabitants, 


DISPROVES DANGER IDEA. 


Nearly thirty years passed before 


the next instance of'expansion oc- 
curred, which was made over tne 
island of Hawaii/ 'An effort was! 


From i$$ ^ginning we*Ji*ve given 
wMely varying degrees of self- 
government to the different terri- 
tories, according to their needs. 


The simple truth is that there is ] 


nothing even remotely resembling 
"imperialism" or "militarism" in- 
volved in the present development j 
of that policy of expansion which , 
has been part of the history of 
America from the day when she be- 
came a nation. 
The words mean 


absolutely nothing1 as applied to 
our present policy in the Philip- 
pines; for this policy is only im- 
perialistic in the sense that Jef- 
ferson's policy in Louisiana was 
imperialistic; only military in the 
sense that Jackson's policy toward 
the Seminolps or Ouster's toward 
the Sioux embodied militarism; and 
there is no mere danger of its pro- 
ducing evil results at home now 
than there was of its interfering 
with freedom under Jefferson or 
Jackson, or in the days of the In* 
dian wars en the plains. Our army 
is relatively not as large as it was 
in the days of Wayne; we have not 
one regular for every 1,000 in- 
habitants. 
There is no more dan- 


ger of a draft than there is of the 
reintroduction of slavery. 


KIGHT TO SUPPRESS REBELS. 


Wnen we expanded over New 


Mexico and California we secured 
free government to these territor- 
ies and prevented their falling* un- 
der the "militarism*' of a dictator- 
ship like that of Santa Ana. or thf 
"imperialism" of a-real empire ir 
the days of Maximilian. 
We pul 


a stop to imperialism in Mexico as 
soon as the -civil >vnr closed. 
We 


made 
a 
gieat 
anti-imperali&tic 


stride when we drove the Spaniard? 
from Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, and thereby made ready tlu 
ground in these islands fen* that 
gradually increasing- measure of 
self-government for winch theb 
populations are severally fitted. 
Cuba is being helped along the 
path to independence as rapidly as 
her own citizens are content that 
she should go. 


Of course the presence of troops 


in the Philippines during the Ta- 
gal insurrection has no more to do 
with militarism 
or imperialism 


than had their presence in the Da- 
kotus, Minnesota and Wyoming 
during the 
many years which 


elapsed before the final outbreak 
of the Sioux were definitely put 
down. 
There is no more militar- 


ism or imperialism in garrisoning 
Luzon until order is restored than 
there .was imperialism in sending 
soldiers to South Dakota in 1890, 
during the Ogallalla outbreak. The 
reasoning which justifies our hav- 


der such conditions we have no 
right whatever to guarantee them 
against outside 
interference any 


more than we have to make such 
a guaanty in the case of the boxers 
(who 
are merely the Chinese anal- 


ogues of Aguinaldo's followers). 


If we have a right to establish a 


stable government in the islands 
it necessarily follows that it ia 
not only our right but our duty to 
support that government until the 
natives gradually grow fit to sus- 
tain it themselves. How else will 
it be stable? The minute we leave 
it, it ceases to be stable. 


QUESTION OF CONTRACTION. 


Properly speaking, the question 


is now not whether we shall expand 
—for we have already expanded— 
but whether \va shall contract. The 
Philippines are now part of Amer- 
ican territory. To surrender them 
would be 
to surrender American 


tenitory. They must, of course, be 
governed primarily in the inter- 
ests of their own citizens. 
Our 


first care must be for the people 
of the islands which have come un- 
der our guardianship as a result 
of the most righteous foreign war 
that has been waged within the 
memory of the present generation. 
They must be administered in the 
interests cf their inhabitants, and 
that necessarily means that any 
question of personal or partisan 
politics in 
their administration 


must be entirely eliminated. 


We must continue to put at the 


heads of affairs in the different is- 
iiuuls such men as General Wood, 
Governor Allen and Judge Taft; 
and it is a most fortunate thing 
that we are able to illustrate what 
ought to bs clone in the \Vay of 
sending officers thither by pointing 
out what actually has been done. 
The minor places in their adminis- 
tration, where it is impossible to 
fill them by natives, must be filled 
by the strictest application of the 
merit system. 


It is very important that in om 


own 
home 
administration 
the 


merely ministerial 
and adminis- 


trative offices, where the duties are 
entirely non-political,shall be filled 
absolutely without reference to par- 
tisan affiiations; but this is many 
times more important in the newly 
acquired islands. 
The merit sys- 


tem is in its essence as democratic 
as our common school system; for 
it simply means equal chances and 
fair play for all. 


It must be remembered always 


that governing these islands in the 
interest of the inhabitants may not 


necessarily be to govern them a* 
the inhabitants at the moment pre- 
fer. 
To grant self-government to 


Luzon under Aguinaldo would be 
like granting self-government to 
an Apache reservation under some 
local chief; and this is no more 
altered by the fact that the Fili- 
pinos fought the Spaniards than 
it would be 
by 
the fact that 


Apaches have long been trained 
and employed in the United States 
anny and have render-el signal 
ssi-trice theicin; just as tue Pawnees 
did under the administration of 
President Grant; just as the Stock- 
bridge Indians did in the days of 
General 
Washington, 
and 
the 


friendly tribes of the six nations 
hi the days of President Madison. 


There arc r.ow 
in the United 


States 
communities 
of 
Indians 


which have advanced SD far that it 
lias been possible to embody them 
as a whole in our political system, 
nil the members of the tribe becom- 
ing United States citizens 
There 


are other communities where the 
bulk of the tribe are still too wild 
for it to be possible to take such 
a step. 
There are individuals 


among the Apaches, Pawnees, Iro- 
quois, Sioux and other tribes who 
are now United States citizens nnd 
who are entitled to stand, and do 
stand, on an absolute equality with 
all our citizens of pure white blood, 
Men of Indian blood are now serv- 
ing in the army and navy and in 
congress and occxipy high position 
both in. the business and the po- 
litical world. 


There is every reason why as 


rapidly as an Indian, or any body 
of Indians, becomes fit for self- 
government, he or it should be 
granted the fullest equality with 
the whites; but there would be no 
justification whatever in treating 
this fact as a reason for abandon- 
ing- the wild tribes to work out 
their own destruction. 
Exactly 


the same reasoning- applies in the 
case of the Philippines. 
To turn 


over the islands to Aguinaldo and 
his followers would not be to give 
self-government to the islanders; 
under no circumstances would the 
majority thus gain self-govern- 
ment. 
They would simply be put 


at the mercy of a syndicate of Chi- 
nese half-breeds, under whom cor- 
ruption would flourish far more 
freely than ever it flourished un- 
der Tweed, while tyrannical op- 
pression would obtain to a degree 
only possible 
under such 
an 


oligarchy.

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LOUISIANA AND PHILIPPINES. 


In 1803, under President Jeffer 


son, the greatest single stride in 
expansion that we ever took was 
taken by the purchase of the Louis- 
iana 
territory. 
This 
so-called 


Louisiana, which included what are 
now the states of Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, Louisiana, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Kansas, Nebraska,North and South 
Dakota, Idaho, Montana 
and 
a 


large part of'Colorado and Utah, 
was acquired by treaty and pur- 
chase under President Jefferson ex- 
actly and precisely as the Philip- 
pines have been acquired by treaty 
and purchase under President Mc- 
Kinley, 


The doctrine of "the consent of 


the governed," the doctrine previ- 
ously enunciated by Jefferson in 
the declaration of 
independence, 


was not held by him or by any 
other sane man to apply to the 
Indian tribes in the Louisiana ter- 
ritory which he thus acquired, and 
there was no vote taken even of 
the white inhabitants, not to speak 
of the negroes and Indians, as to 
whether they were willing 
that 


their territory should be annexed 
The great majority of the inhabi- 
tants, white and colored alike, were 
bitterly opposed to the transfer. 


FORCED SUBJECTION. 


Aji armed force 
of the 
United 


yet incapable of self-government as 
children, yet some cannot 
bring 


themselves to suspend 
its prin- 


ciples for a single moment." 
He 


intended that ultimately self-gov- 
ernment 
should 
be 
introduced 


throughout the teritory, but only 
as the different parts became fit for 
it and no sooner. This is just the 
policy that has been pursued. 


FILIPINOS ON BASIS OF INDIANS 


In no part of the Louisiana pur- 


chase was complete 
self-govern- 


ment introduced fT a number of 
years; in one part of it, the Indian 
Territory, it has not yet been in- 
troduced, although nearly a century 
has elapsed. Over enormous tracts 
of it, including the various Indian 
reservations, with a territory 
in 


the aggregate as large as thai of 
the Philippines, the 
constitution 


has never yet "followed the flag;" 
the army officer and the 
civilipn 


agent still exercise authority, with- 
out asking the ''consent of the gov- 
erned." 
We must proceed in the 


Philippines with the same 
wise 


cat^ion, taking each successive step 
as/fit becomes desirable, and accom- 
mdfdating- the details^f our policy 
to 'the peculiar needs of the situa- 
tion. 1'ut as soon as the present 
revolt is put down and order estab- 
lished, it will undoubtedly be poss'- 
ble to give to the islands a large- 
measure of self-government 
than 


son's administration to secure the 
annexation of Hawaii. 
The effort 


was unsuccessful. 


In a debate in congress on Feb- 


ruary 2, 1894, one of the leaders in 
opposing the annexation of the is- 
lands stated: 
"These islands are 


, more than 2,000 miles distant from 


our extreme western boundary. We 
have a serious race problem now in 
our country and I am not in favor 
cf adding to our domestic fabric a 
mongrel population (of this char- 
acter). Our constitution makes no 
provisions for a colonial establish- 
ment. 
Any 
ten i toi ial govern- 


ment we .might establish would 1 
necessarily, becauss cf the popula- 
tion, be an oligarchy, which would 
have to be supported by armed 
soldiers/' 


Yet Hawaii has now been an- 


nexed and her delegates hav^ sot 
in the national conventions of the 
two great parties. 
The fears then 


expressed in relation to an "oligar- 
chy" and ''armed soldiers" are not 
now seriously entertained by any 
human being; yet they are precise- 
ly the objections urged against the 
acquisition of the Philippines at 
this very moment. 


DENIES MILITARISM:. 


We are making no new departure. 


We are not taking- a single step 
which in any way affects our insti- 
tutions or our traditional policy 


also justifies our having checked 
the outbreaks of Aguinaldo and his 
followers, directed, as they were, 
against 
Filipino and American 


alike. 


ATTACKS WITHDRAWAL 


The only certain way of render- 


ing it necessary for our republic 
to enter on a career of ''militarism" 
would b3 to abandon the Philip- 
pines to their own tribes, and at 
the same time either to guarantee 
a stable government among these 
tribes or to guarantee them against 
outside interference. A far larger 
army would be required to carry 
out nny such policy than will be 
cquired to secure order under the 
American flag; while the presence 
of this flag on the islands is really 
the only possible security against 
outside aggression. 


The 
whole 
argument 
against 


President McKinley's policy in the 
Philippines becomes absurd when 
it is conceded that we should, to 
quote the language of the Kansas 
City platform, "give to the Philip- 
pines first a stable form of govern- 
mpnt." 
If they are now entitled 


to independence, they are also en-

titled 
to decide 
for themselves

whether their government shall bo 
stable or unstable, civilized or sav- 
age, 
or whether they shall have 


any government at all; while it is,

For 
some 
time 


phina's greatest statesman has been 
busily raising and equipping a large 
force of soldiers, Whom he will pay 
and pei haps direct himself, and no 
one knows whether his intention is 
good or evil. 


Since he was a young man 
the 


statesman has raised several private 
aimies. Although he is not a gifted 
military 
commander himself, 
he 


knows almost instictively a capable 
general when he meets one, and lucky 
has it been for China that he pos- 
sesses this capacity. He can obtain 
excellent 
soldiers, 
moi cover. The 


men who enlist under Li's banner 
know that their pay is sure and that 
their fopd will not be stinted. They 
also know that if they happen to do 
anything notable'and worthy their 
employer is sure to be generous in 
rewards. 


Li Hung Chang's first experience in 


raising a private army occurred when 
he was quite a young man. He was 
at that time known only as a dis- 
tinguished scholar who had caiiied 
all before him in the literary exam- 
inations, but it was not thought that 
his interests would extend to the pro- 
fession of arms. 


It was at the time of the Tai-Ping 


rebellion. 
Li Hung Chang's native 


town was seriously menaced. 
The 


inhabitants might 
be massacred, 


their possessions would certainly be 
looted. 
Li gathered together 
his 


friends and relatives, organized them 
into a regiment and fell upon the 
rear of the rebels with signal suc- 
cess. His victory won him an im- 
portant place in the imperial arnty, 
to which was attached the foreign 
corps commanded at first by Ward, 
the American sailor-adventurer, and 
latei by Chinese Gordon.

More Than One Hundred Thous- 


and Anthracite Miners are 


Idle in Pennsylvania. 


STRIKE HAS EXPECTED SUCCESS 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 17. — Re- 


ports from the anthracite coal fields' 
of this state indicate that the tie-up 
caused by the strike for higher wages 
of more than 140,000 mine workers is 
at least as complete as the leaders 
of 
the United -Mine Workers of 


America, the oranizatiou back of the 
strike, claimed at any time. 


Companies and individuals owning 


mines 'who 'had claimed that their 
workrn'gs would operate -as usual, 
despite the strike order, apparently 
reckoned without accurate knowledge 
of the attitude of their men. 


It is true that some operations in 


the Hazelton region were working 
today with as high as 80 per cent, of 
the men at work, nevertheless the 
greater number of men in the 'district 
were idle. 


In the Scran ton and Wilkesbarre 


districts the tie-up was practically 
complete. 
As was 
expected 
the 


Schuylkill region with Pottsville for 
a central point, was at work with 
very Tew defections. 


THese men havu not .the same grei- 


vancea that prevail in the other 'dis- 
tricts and if they go on strike it will 
be largely through sympathy.

Captain Charles McQuiston, of the 


Fourth United States- infantry, ap- 
pointed to the military academy from 
Fort Wayne in 1879, died in the 
Philippine islands Saturday under 
most distressing circumstances. Cap- 
tain McQuiston, in a fit of temporary 
insanity, attacked the men of his 
own company, and was shot by a 
soldier in self defense. 


The earliest news of the terrible af- 


fair reached Fort Wayne in the fol- 
lowing Associated Press telegram: 


"Washington, Sept. 10.- The war 


department today received the fol- 
owing1 cablegram from General Mac- 
Arthur at Manila: 


" 'Charles McQuiston, captain of 


the Fourth United1 States infantry, 
died yesterday at Marigonone, Ba- 
coor, Cavite province, resulting from 
a gun shot wound caused by a pri- 
vate soldier. 
Captain McQuiston, in 


fit of temporary insanity, attacked 


the men of the company. 
He shot 


one or more rind was shot himself in 
self 
defense. 
Further particulars 


when received.' 


"Captain McQuiston was bom in 


Indiana and appointed to the mili- 
tary academy from that state in July, 
1879. 
He reached his present grade 


in July, 1898, and was assigned to 
the Fourth regiment in January of 
1899." 


WAS WELL-KNOWN HERE. 
Captain McQuision was very well 


known In Fort Wayne,- and he was a 
member of one of the oldest families 
of Allen county. 
His mother and a 


sister still reside at the comer of 
Wells and Second streets, and Allen 
and Wilson McQnistoii, lumber deal- 
ers, and Benjamin McQuiston, trus- 
tee of Washington • township, are 
brothers of the dead officer. 


John McQuiston, grandfather of 


the captain, w'as born in- Pennsylva- 
nia, both he and his wife being- chil- 
dren of revolutionary soldiers, and 
they came to Allen county in 1837. 
Their eldest son, Johhn W. McQuis- 
ton, who died but two years ago, was 
the father of Captain McQuiston, who 
was born on. the old hbmestead in 
Perry township, but spent much of 
his earlier life in this city. 
He was 


a graduate from the Fort Wayne 
high school. 


HIS SOLDIER LIFE. 


Captain McQuiston was appointed 


to the West Point military academy 
in 1879, and after his graduation 
four years later was appointed a 
lieutenant in the regular army. 
At 


the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war he was promoted to captain 
nut! was for a time on recruiting 
duty. 
April 30 last Captain Mc- 


Quiston sailed from New York with 
his regiment, reaching Manila May 
23. 


Since his entrance into military life 


Captain McQuiston has spent but lit- 
tle of his time in Fort Wayne, though 
he has frequently visited friends 
here, his last visit being in Novem- 
ber, 18D9. 
His last letter to his 


mother, dated July 30, is written in 
most affectionate terms, and con- 
tains a lengthy and Interesting de- 
scription of the country in the Philip- 
pines. 
In this letter Captain Mc- 


Quiston stated that he had been ill 
for nearly four weeks, suffering from 
a fever, and was fearful the climate 
would not agree with him. His clos- 
ing sentences mention the fact that 
in his exhausted condition he had 
been sitting up top long in writing, 
and must lie down. 
It may have 


been that his debilitated condition 
resulted in the temporary derange- 
ment which resulted in the loss of 
his own life. 


LEAVES A FAMILY. 


Captain McQuiston was forty-two 


years of age and leaves a wifn and 
two children—a sou and a daughter, 
who arc now at Fort Hancock, at 
Sandy Hook, N. J. 
His wife w.is 


Miss Laura Forbes Fitch, a member 
of a very prominent Loganspor- fam- 
ily, and 
their marriage occurred 


eleven years ago. 
Mrs. McQuiston 


has 
frequently 
visited 
in Fort 


Wayne and Is most warmly esteemed 
by the family and other friends of 
the dead officer. 


Captain McQuiston was a hand- 


some1 man. of most magnificent phy- 
sique, more than elx feet fall, erect 


and soldierly 
in appearance, and 


greatly resembled the. late Genera: 
Lawton.

CHINA IS IN HASTE 


Prince Ching Wants to Begin the 


Peace Negotiations, Saying 


He Has Full Powers. 


THE UNITED STATES IN NO HURRY 


Washington, Sept. 17.—The desire 


of China to actually begin the nego- 
tiations for peace was evidenced to. 
day in a dispatch from Prince Ching, 
delivered by Minister Wu to the state 
department. 
The dispatch was dat- 


ed at Pekin, September 8, and in it 
Prince Ching states he has been 
clothed with full authority along 
with Li Hung Chang, to negotiate 
for peace. 


He expresses a desire to proceed in 


the matter, and asks Minister Wu to 
submit a request to the secretary of 
tate to send instructions- to Minister 
Conger to begin the negotiations at 
once.

REVISED LIST OF DEAD. 


Houston, Tex.. Sept. 17.—The Inter 


list of the dead in the Galveston dis- 
aster printed by the Post, revised to 
date, shows the loss of 4,078 lives. 
The paper says none of the persons 
whose names are printed in the list 
have been heard from nnd that a 
reat munber of names have been fur- 
nished by relatives of those dead. 


It is estimated that 8,000 people 


have left Galveston. Of these about 
5.000 nre now in Houston, 
being 


cared for. 
Others have gone to the 


interior or to other states. The num- 
ber coming upon the first trains today 
showed no falling off. 


Governor Snyres has taken charge 


of the relief work here, as well as at 
other points, and money

given out where needed more than 
provisions and clothing.

FEDERALINTEBFERENCE. 


The first thing to rto is to find out 


the facts; and for this purpose pub- 
licity as to capitalization, profits 
and all else of importance to the 
public, is the most useful measure. 
The mere fact of this 
publicity 


would in itself 
remedy 
certain 


evils, nnd, as to 
the others, it 


would iu some cases point out the 
remedies, nnd would at least en- 
able us to tell whether or not cer- 
tain -proposed remedies would be 
useful. The state acting: in its col- 
lective capacity would thus 
first 


find out the facts and then be able 
to take sucli measures as wisdom j 
dictated. 
Tvlnch can be done by 


taxation. 
Even more can be done 


by regulation, by close supervision 
and the unsparing* excision of all 
unhealthy, destructive 
and ant'- 


social elements. 


The separate state governments 


can do a great 
deal; and where 


thf.y decline to co-operate the nn- 
tioiial government must stop in. 


DEALS WITH EXPANSION. 


While paying* heed to the neces- 


sity of keeping our house in order 
at home, the American people can- 
not, if they wish to retain their 
sslf-respect, refrain 
from 
doing 


their duty as a great nation in the 
world. 


The history of the nation is in 


large part the history of the na- 
tion's expansion. 
When the first 


continental congress met in Liberty 
hull and the 
thirteen 
original 


states declared 
themselves a na- 


tion, the 
westward 
limit of the 


country was marked by the Alle- 
gheny mountains. Even during the 
revolutionary war the work of ex 
pansion went on. Kentucky. Ten- 
nessee and the great 
northwest, 


then known as the Illinois country, 
were conqucrRd from our white and 
Indian, foes during the revolution- 
ary struggle, and were confirmed 
to us by the 
treaty of peace in 


178H. 


Yet the land thus confirmed was 


not then, given to us. It was held 
by an alien foe until the army un- 
der General Anthony Wayne freed 
Ohio from the red man, while the 
treaties of Jay and Pinckney se- 
cured from the Spanish.and British 
Nr.tcliea and Detroit. "• 
OUIS1ANA AND PHILIPPINES. 


In 1803, under President Jeffer 


son, the greatest single stride in 
expansion that we ever took was 
taken by the purchase of the Louis- 
iana 
territory. 
This 
so-called 


Louisiana, which included what are 
now the states of Arkansas, Mis- 
souri, Louisiana, Iowa, Minnesota. 
Kfiiis.is, Nebraska,North and South 
Dakota, Idaho. Montana 
and 
a 


large part of Colorado and Utah, 
was acquired by treaty and pur- 
chase under President Jefferson ex- 
actly and precisely as the Philip- 
pines have bean acquired by treaty 
nnd purchase under President Me- 
Kiiiley. 


The doctrine of "tho consent of 


the governed," the rtnrtrine previ-. 
ously enunciated by Jefferson in 
the declaration of 
independence, 


was not held by him or 
by any 


other sane man to apply to the 
Indian J.ribes in the Louisiana ter- 
ritory which he thus acquired, and 
there was no vote taken even of 
the white inhabitants, not to speak 
of the negroes and Indians, as to 
whether they were 
willing 
lhat 


their territory should be annexed 
The great majority of the inhabi- 
tants, white and colored alike, were 
bitterly opposed to the transfer. 
'ORCED SUBJECTION. 


An armed force of the 
United 


States jpoldiers'.bad to bs 4fis"fily 
•^gnjj'pjp'&i t'fie 'territovy to prevent 
insurrection, 
President 
Jefferson 


sending thesp troops to Louisiana 
for exactly the same reasons and 
with exactly the same purpose thpt 
President McKinley has sent troops 
to the Philippines.

purpose of justifying the extension 
of slavery into the territories. 


CONSENT NOT NECESSARY. 


The parallel between what Jeffer- 


son did nml what is now being1 done 
in the Philippines is exact. Jeffer- 
son, the author of the Declaration 
of Independence and of the "con- 
sent of the governed" doctrine, saw 
no incongruity between this 
and 


the establishment of a government 
on common-sense 
grounds in tho 


new territory, and he railed at tlte 
sticklers "'or an impossible applica- 
tion of his principles, saying in 
language which at the present day 
applies to the situation in the Phil- 
ippines without the change of a 
word, "though it is acknowledged 
that our new follow-citizens are as 
yet incapable of self-government an 
children, yet some cannot 
bring 


themselves to suspend 
its prin- 


ciples for a single moment." 
He 


intended that ultimately self-guv- 
ermnent 
should 
be 
introduced 


throughout the teritory, but only 
as the different parts became fit for 
it and no sooner. This is just the 
policy that has been pursued. 


FILIPINOS ON BASIS OF INDIANS 


In no part of the Louisiana pur- 


chase was complete 
self-govern- 


ment introduced for a number of 
years; in one part of it, the Indian 
Territory, it has not yet been in- 
troduced, although nearly a century 
has elapsed. Over enormous tracts 
of it, including the various Indian 
reservations, with a territory 
in 


the aggrog-ntfi as large as that ci 
the Philippines, the 
constitution 


has never yet "followed the flag;" 
the army officer and the 
civili?n 


agent still exercise authority, with- 
out asking1 the "consent of the gov- 
erned." 
We must proceed in the 


Philippines with the same 
wise 


cTufion, tdking1 ench successive step 
nsrit becomes desirable, and accom- 
modating; the details .of our policy 
to tlifi peruliar needs of t.he situa- 
tion. l';it as soon as the prestnl

FLORIDA LiKE PHILIPPINES. 


The next great step in expansion 


was the acquisition 
of 
Florida. 


This was partly acquired by con- 
quest and partly 
by 
purchase, 


Andrew Jackson being the 
most 


prominent figure in the acquisition. 
It was taken under President Mon- 
roe, the nftertime 
President Join; 


Quincy Adams being active in se- 
curing the purchase. 
As in the 


case of the Philippines, Florida was 
acquired by purchase from Spain, 
and in jTlorida the Seminoles, who 
had not. been consulted in the sale, 
rebslk'c. and waged war exactly as 
some of the Tagals have rebelled 
and waged war in the Philippines. 
The Gomiiv.'le war lasted for mnnyj 
years, 
lyat 
Presidents 


Adams find Jackson declined for a 
moment to consider the question o£ 
rl'iuidoning- Florida to the Scmin- 
olGL3 or to trr.at their non-consent 
to the government of the Units J 
States r.s n valid reason for turn- 
ing OVRV the territory to them. 


TEXAS AND ALASKA. 


Oui next acquisition of territory 


war t'jat of Texas, 
secured by

annexation of Hawaii.

was unsuccessful. 


In a debate in congress on Feb- 


ruary 2, 1S04, one of the leaders in 
opposing the annexation of the Is- 
lands stated;

From the peginning" we'have given 
widely varying degrees of self- 
government to the different terri- 
tories, according to their needs.

of that policy of expansion which j 
has been part of the history or 
America from the day when she be- 
came a nation. 
The words mea-i 


absolutely nothing as applied to 
our present policy in the Philip- 
pines; for this policy is only im- 
perialistic in the sense that Jef- 
ferson's policy in Louisiana was 
imperialistic; only military in the 
sense that Jackson's policy toward 
the Seminoles or Caster's toward 
the Sioux emuodifd militarism; 'ami 
there Is no mere danger of its pro- 
ducing' evil results at home now 
than there was of its interfering* 
with freedom under Jefferson or 
Jackson, or in the d.iys of the In- 
dian wars en the plains. Our tinny 
is relatively not us large as it was j 
in the days of Wayne; we have not 
one regular for every 1,000 in- 
habitants. 
There is no more dan- 


ger of a draft than there is of the 
rpintroduction of slavery. 


KIGHT TO SUPPRESS REBELS.

Apaches have long been trained 
and employed In the United States 
anny and have rendere'l signal 
sii-i/ice theiun; just as tne Pawnees 
tiid under the administration of 
President Grant; just as the Stock- 
bridge Indians did iu the days of

Washing-ton.

friendly tribes of the six nations 
in the days of President Madison. 


There are r.aw 
in the United 


St.itcs 
communities 
of 
Indians 


which have advanced so far that it 
lias been possible to embody them 
•us a whole in our political system, 
all the members of the tribe becom- 
ing United States citizens. 
There 


are other communities where the 
bulk of the tribe are still too wild 
for it to be possible to take such 
a step. 
There 
are 
individuals 


among the Apaches, Pawnees, Iro- 
quois. Sioux and other tribes who 
are now United States citizens nnd 
who are entitled to stand, and do 
stand, on an absolute equality with 
all our citizens of pure white blood. 
Men of Indian blood are now serv- 
ing in the army and navy and in 
congress aud occupy high position 
both iu the business nnd the po- 
litical world. 


There is every reason why as 


rapidly as an Indian, or any body 
of Indians, "becomes fit for self- 
government, be or it should be 
granted the fullest equality with 
the whites; but there would be no 
juEtilication whatever in treating 
this fact as a reason for abandon- 
ing1 the wild tribes to work out 
their own destruction. 
Exactly 


the same reasoning1 applies in the 
case of the Philippines. 
To turn 


over the islands to Aguinaldo and 
his followers would not be to give 
self-government to the islanders; 
under no circumstances would the 
majority 
thus 
gain self-govern- 


ment. 
They would simply be put 


.it the mercy of a syndicate of Chi- . 
nese half-breeds, under whom cor- 
ruption would flourish far more 
freely than ever it flourished un- 
der Tweed, while tyrannical op- 
pression would obtain to a degree 
only

under 
such 
an 


oligarchy.
